S.R.O. 125.—In exercise of powers conferred by the pro¬ 
viso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby 
make* the following rales further to amend the Defence Re- 
oearch and Development Service Rules, 1979, namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Defence Research 
and Development Service (Amendment) Rules, 1992. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Defence Research and Development Service 
Rules, 1979 (hereinafter referred t 0 as the said rules), in 
rule 3, and in rule J, for the words "person’ or ‘person’s’ 
wherever they occur, the word ‘Scientist’ or ‘Scientists’ shall 
respectively be substituted. 

3. In rule 8 of the said rules, for clause (a), the following 
clause be substituted namely:— 

‘(a) Ninety per cent vacancies in the grade of Scientist 
‘B’ shall be filled by direct recruitment or by 
transfer on deputation Or on contract or by absorp¬ 
tion of suitable officers who were appointed on 
deputation or contract and ten per cent through, 
limited departmental competitive examination fail¬ 
ing which by direct recruitment or on deputation 
or contract or bv absorption of suitable officers who 
were appointed on deputation or contract. Any per¬ 
son holding the post of Junior Scientific Officer or 
Senior Scientific Assistant or Foreman, or Assistant 
Foreman or Chief Draughtsman having five years’ 
regular service and other scientific and technical 
personnels with ten years regular service as such in 
Defence Research and Development Organisation 


and possessing the educational qualifications pres¬ 
cribed for the post of Scientist ‘B‘ in Schedule III 
shall be eligible to apepar at the said examination 
for which there shall be no upper age limit. Un¬ 
less otherwise specified by the Government in this 
behalf, no candidate shall be allowed to avail of 
more than five chances at the ’said departmental 
examination.’’ 

4. In rule 13 of the said rales, in sub rule (3), for the 
words Technical posts’ the words ‘Non technical posts’ shall 
be substituted. 

5. In Schedule 1C of the said rales, in the conesponding 
entry in the column against serial number (ii), for the words 
‘or industries’, the words ‘Industries or specialists in parti¬ 
cular discipline or field’ shall be substituted. 

6. In Schedule IE of the said rules, in the corresponding 
entry in the column against serial number (ii), for the words 
‘or industries’, the words ‘Industries or speicaliSts in pnrli- 
cular discipline or field’ shall be substituted.

S R.O. 127.—In exercise of the powers conferred bv the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of 
recruitment to certain Group ‘C posts in the Advanced 
Technology' Vessels Programme.

The method of recruitment to the said posts, age limit, quali- 
fications etc. and other mattery relating thereto snail be as 
specified in columns 5 to 14 of the said Schedule, 


Provided that the Central Government, may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marri¬ 
age and that there are other ground for so doing, exempt 
any person from the operation of this rule. 

3. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may, by order and for reasons to be recorded ill writing, 
relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to 
any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions, required to 
be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, 
Fx-seivicemen and other special categories of persons in 
accordanc with the orders issued by the Central Government 
from time to time in this regard.
